How It Feels to Fly 

Dr. von Sobrotter. a doctor prac¬ 
tising In Vienna, describes the cur¬ 
ious sensations encountered by avia¬ 
tors when In the air. 

He eays t-iat apart from the strain 
on the nervous and physical organs, 
the eudden change of the pressure of 
the atmosphere, and consequently of 
Its oxygen component, affects the cir¬ 
culation as the gradual ascent In 
mountain ollmblng does.- " 

The rpowerfui draught causes a keen 
sensation of cold, which la the first 
symptom complained of, and deafness 
Is very soon experienced. The reduced 
supply of oxygen caused by the rapid 
movement and the fall of the atmos- 
-pherlc pressure gives rise to vomit¬ 
ing and visual hallucinations. 

A dangerous and frequent symptom 
Is the desire for sleep, occurring some 
time during flying, In spite of the 
aviator’s Btrenuous efforts to keep 
awake. 

A very unpleasant sensation Is that 
of dizziness caused by the altitude of 
the aeroplane, the result being that 
objects on the ground appear to be 
distorted, displaced, or In rapid un¬ 
wonted movement, and that the avia¬ 
tor Is often at a loss as to his actual 
position. Perhaps this condition is 
responsible for Inexplicable falls of 
aeroplanes from a moderate height. 
Sometimes the aviator does not know 
whether he is in the horizontal posi¬ 
tion or not. especially when he Is sur¬ 
rounded by clouds. 

The late Mr. Latham told Dr. von 
Schrotter that on one occasion he was 
completely bewildered after a few 
minutes' experience of this kind, and 
I came to the ground without His know¬ 
ledge. .It Is believed that flying may 
easily cause a nervous breakdown. 

The statistic* of French Insurance 
companies prove beyond question that 
women live longer than men; nor la 
the feminine advantage In longevity a 
matter of a few months, or even years 
I The difference Is one of almost a 
third. Thus the average age of 
death for women annuitants on the 
books of one company Is seventy, and 
for men a bare fifty.

That a barrel of flour should be car¬ 
ried 1300 mllos for 60 cents is, if one 
comes to-think of it. nothing short of 
wonderful - . in Eastern Canada It 
costs 25 cen a or thereabouts to move 
a barrel by horse and wagon from the 
railway station to the nearest house 
In town. 

The bacon Is brought to Ottawa from 
Toronto and the Canadian Pacific rate 
for car-load lots is 20 cents per 100 
pounds. The butter and eggs come 
from Smith’s Falls and the rate for 
less than car-load lots Is 15, and 19 
cents per 100 poundi respectively. We 
need not trouble ourselves about the 
coffee 

Bacon retails In Ottawa Just now 
for 25 aud butter for 30 cents per 
pound,, and eggs for 30 cents per doz¬ 
en. Once more, therefore, the rail 
rate is a wholly Insignificant factor 
In the composition of the price, and 
consequently lc the Westerner’s hotel 
bill. 

Here, however, we see the bene¬ 
ficent working of the principle of 
charging what the traffic will bear, 
which he ears Is an outrageous prin¬ 
ciple because It means that the rail¬ 
ways mulct the settler for all he can 
pay and live. In reality it means 
quite the opposite. The bacon, but¬ 
ter nnd eggs pay a higher rate by a 
good deal In proportion to length of 
haul than the flour, in order that the 
flour may be shipped front Manitoba 
to distant markets and leave the mil¬ 
ler and the farmer a tolerably- good 
profit. But for this system the Can¬ 
adian West would still be to & great' 
extent- a desert place.

Australian Government’s Gift of 1,000 
Acres 

Speaking at a meeting of the Child 
Emigration society at Belgrave square, 
London, under the presidency of Lord 
GrevMe, J. H. Jefferson, of the execu¬ 
tive committee, said that the Austra¬ 
lian Government was so pleased with 
the society’s scheme that they had 
given them 1,000 acres of land out¬ 
right, and 160 acres had already been 
taken up In Perth. Buildings were 
being erected, and they hoped to send 
out the first party of children In Sept¬ 
ember. They Intended that each 
child should become a sharer In the 
profits of the farm. He would not 
be paid much per week, but the bal¬ 
ance of the amount’ he earned would 
be banked, so that when the child left 
them he would have something to com¬ 
mence life on. They Intended, too, 
to bring up the children as a family, 
and any taint of institutionalism would 
be eliminated. 

The society wanted to draw upon 
the 115,000 children whom It had been 
stated were under the care of the 
poor law.. They wanted to emigrate 
them—both girts and boys—to Austra¬ 
lia, where they would be brought up 
on the land, which would In future be 
their home, and he thoroughly trained 
in all departments of farming. They 
wanted to get hold of the children 
while they were between the ages of 
eight and ten years, and keep them 
until they were 16. ao that there 
should be no danger of their being 
exploited as child laborers. Alongside 
the technical Instruction would go 
elementary education,'which the Aus¬ 
tralian Government had promised to 
give, and Indeed, to erect schools If 
t necessary.

road as far as Gormarant Lake this 
fall. They now have 160,000 ties out 
and have arrangements completed fo. 
600,000 more to be out this winter, 
they have a ten foot sleigh road cut 
from mile 70 to mile 100 and expect 
to have It extended by Christmas as 
far.as Thlck-t Portage, and as far ns 
the Manitou Rapids on the Nelson by 
spring. 

J. P. Gordon, assistant to Chief 
Engineer Armstrong of the Hudson 
Bay railway, who was with Hon. 
Prank Cochrane on his trip through 
Hndson Bay last summer, made the 
statement that as fsr'as Ice was con¬ 
cerned there could be no trouble. The 
ministerial party had found none in 
Hudson Straits and on the coast of 
Labrador the straits of Belle Isle 
were the only places where any had 
been found. Tbe government 
steamer Mloto Is to stop at Port 
Nelson to tbe end of November. 

Mr. Boyd, of McArthur * Boyd, con¬ 
tractors for the whole of the Hudson 
Bay railway was also present, having 
Just returned from an Inspection of 
tbe line In company with Assistant 
Engineer Gordon. In his opinion the 
Hudson Bay road will be much eagjer 
to build than was the C.P.R., and no 
doubt should be as great a success as 
tbe C.P.R

Norway Mas Rumor of Anglo-German

Chleag#r— A cablegram from Bergen, 
Norway, to a Chicago newspaper, un¬ 
der date of Oct. 22, says: 

Confidential Information has been 
received by leading ship brokers here 
from Influential firms in England, that 
a clash between Oermany and Engand 
Is Imminent. The Norwegians are 
urged to charter steamers with coal 
and grain for use In the coming win¬ 
ter. Coal Is Indispensable and as for 
grain If Importation were stopped for 
sight weeks, famine would result. 

It Is declared by these alarms that 
a naval conflict between Germany anil 
England may occur oft Norway, and In 
that case the belligerents would he 
tempted to seize a port, say Christ¬ 
iania or Bergen, and use It as a base 
of operations, and for repairing-, and 
refitting It is necessary, according 
to this vlsw of the possibilities that 
Norway be supplied with special 
stores of coal and food and otherwise 
prepared to enforce its neutrality.

London..—One of tbe youngest In 
tbe long line of English lord mayors 
will be Arthur Michael Samuel, who 
M the age of 86 has been elected lord 
mayor of tbe city of Norwich for 
next yoar. Incidentally he will be 
the first Jew who haa ever been chief 
magUtiate uf the city. 

Despite the fact that the 8amuel 
family is one of the oldest families 
settled In East Anglia, having first 
come over with. Robert of Normandy 
as artificers in metal and armor mak¬ 
ers, this has not saved them from per¬ 
secution in past centuries. 

Norrlch was the scene of a famous 
ritual murder accusation against the 
Jewel—a form of persecution which 
even now occasionally crops up in 
Russia. 

The compliment which the city now 
pays to Mr. Samuel forms a striking 
comparison lo the treatment it meted 
out to some of his ancestors.'- One 
of them, Aaron Samuel, a worthy .citi¬ 
zen of.Norwich, was burned to death 
in tbe hog market of the city during 
the persecutions of.-the middle ages. 

When the religious - persecutions 
died away, the menders of the Sam¬ 
uel family took an active part in tbe 
administration of the cit>’B affairs 
Gradually their star rose, until au 
uncle of Mr. 8amuel became sheriff of 
the city. Now his nephew has seal¬ 
ed the trtumph of popularity over per¬ 
secutions by becoming Its first citi¬ 
zen 

Mr. Samuel has contested the Stret¬ 
ford division of Lancashire three 
times in the Unionist cause, and is 
a keen tariff reformer. He is alBo 
an authority on su6jects so diverse as 
etchings and foreign bills of exchange. 
He is the author of a fine book on 
Piranesi, the Italian etcher, .and he 
Is' also a director of the Apollluaris 
Company. 


CHOOSE MODEL FARMS 

Commission of Conservation Has Be- 
lected 28 In the Dominion 

Ottawa —Tbe commission of con¬ 
servation has selected 28 model farms 
throughout Canada for purposes of 
Illustration, and next summer tho 
commission’s agricultural experts will 
supervise demonstration and lecture 
work on the beat methods tor gaining 
the greatest possible returns front the 
soil while at tbe eame time conserv¬ 
ing *ts richness. 

These farms are neither purchased 
nor leased; they have simply been 
chosen by the commission for Illustra¬ 
tive purposes by courtesy of their own¬ 
ers, and are provided as free demon¬ 
stration grounds for districts sur¬ 
rounding them, the owner operating 
them as formerly. 

in Manitoba there are three, in Sas¬ 
katchewan one, In Alberta two, in 
Ontario eight. In Quebec four. In New 
Brunswick four and in Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island three each, 
no p-iovUlon having yet been made in 
British Columbia. 

In Manitoba the farms chosen are-| 
these of Jarvis Jlckllng, of Morden;

In Saskatchewan the farm of D.

McBride on naval policy

I am strong In the advo¬ 
cacy of Immediate and tangible action 
on behalf of Canada to contribute 
ships or money to the mother country 
In like manner to Australia and New 
Zealand This Is a matter of a na¬ 
tional character and should be settled 
by Canadians as a unit so that. In ad¬ 
dition to providing adequate naval de¬ 
fence, we In the Dominion should be 
placed in a position to render aid in 
case of the emergency to the mother 
country and thus help to carry the 
Union Jack to victory. 


ALLIES MKT SUCCESS 

TURKISH TROOPS ARE REPELLED 
IN MANY PLACES ’ 

Victories of the Allied Forces Against 
the Turks Still Continue, Although 
In Many Instances Victory haa Baen 
Purchased by Heavy Sacrifice. 
London.—A considerable number of 
Bulgarian troops ndve been detauued 
from the second army corps for the 
purpose of repelling any further at¬ 
tacks by the Turkish forces on the 
town* of the Black -Sea .coast, says 
a Sofia dispatch to the Times.- 

There Is reason to believe,-the dis¬ 
patch adds, that an accident which oc¬ 
curred recently on the Smyrna Adenn 
ruilread resulting in the death of 2U0 
Turkish soldiers, was tbe work of 
the Macedonia emissaries, sent lo 
Asia Minor to impede the dispatch of 
the ’Asiatic troops to European Turk¬ 
ey . 

The Constantinople correspondent 
of the Times, leferring to the fighting 
in the Adrianoplo district, says It ap¬ 
pears to be iti^ intention of Ibe Turks 
to fight Hn t position of their own 
choosing, on their own soil, wiih the 
ambitious’ hope that the Issue will en¬ 
able them to change a successful de¬ 
fensive Into au overwhelming offensive 
action. -a 1 1 

Belgrade.—The capture of Xovlpa- 
zar by Gen. Jankovltch was preceded 
by three days desperate lighting tbe 
Turks holding strongly for.ifled^osl- 
tlons. 

Gen. Zovokitch reports that the Ser¬ 
vian losses l»: the capture of Hrlstlu^ 
were exlraordinarlly large, but that 
the Turkish losses were still greater. 

Some alarm is felt here lest tbe 
supply of cartridges should run out. 
The factory at Makrlko Is working 
day and night but can produce only 
a quarter of a million dally—quite in¬ 
sufficient for the troops engaged. 

Ivondon.—The news from the seat 
of war tells of the continuous success 
of the allies. The Servians have 
captu-ed Novipazar and are the vir¬ 
tual masters of Kumanov*. The vic¬ 
tories, however, have beei purchased 
at heavy sacrifices. 

The situation in' Thrace is becoming 
clearer. A great battle is being 
fought over a wide semi circle front 
before Adrlanople, upon which town 
the Bulgarians are gradually closing 
in. On the east they have occupied 
Vaslllka and Tlmovo and are contin¬ 
uing, their advance southward. 

On the west the Bulgarians have 
reached Ihe Arda River, close to 
Adrlanople which is being vigorously 
bombarded. Already the two outer 
forts have fallen. Some positions 
to the north of Adrlanople are also 
said to have been taken after fighting 
of the severest oharacter.

Gen. Diaz, although not now a 
member of the army. Is umcnable to 
such court under the law which pro¬ 
vides for such trial of any civilian 
under like conditions. 

The soldie’s of the rebellious troops 
will be decimated—one In ten being 
executed, thev helne chosen by lot 
to pay the penalty for all. 

Ihe culapse 01 the Dias movement 
one week after its Inception with a 
minimum of fighting and bloodshed, 
has created the greatest surprise here. 
In administration circles where optim¬ 
ism has been the keynote since the 
beginning, the outcome Is regarded 
as thp highest possible vindication of 
the confidence always expressed in 
the loyalty of the army. 


Withdrawn From Homestead Entry 

Edmonton, Oct. 23.—The commis¬ 
sioner of the department of the interior 
at Ottawa has telegraphed A. Nor 
quay, Dominion . land agent here .to 
withdraw the advertleement announc¬ 
ing that township 89. range 9, west 
of the fourth meridian. Is to be thrown 
open for homestead entries on Novem¬ 
ber 9. -• 

The commissioner instructs the land 
agent not to open the Fort Mc>l array 
township for entry that day. It ap¬ 
pears that the department has not 
been advised by the surveyor concern¬ 
ing the squatters who have claime 
upon quarter sectloD* In the town¬ 
ship. The affidavits of all these 
squatters are not yet In the hands of 
the department. Until they are. 
homestead entries cannot be filed with 
certainty. 

This is one of the two Fort Mc- 
Murray townships for which the big 
rush Is expected on November 9. 


ASLEEP IN FACE OF DEATH 

Motorboat Chase^ to Save Fisherman 
From Breakers 

Belfast.—Found fast asleep in a 
small sailing boat, a lobster fisherman, 
named Breen, has Just been rescued 
when within fifty yards of almost cer¬ 
tain death. 

It Is to the prompt action of James 
Nelson, a ferryman, that Breen owes 
his rescue Nelson saw the sailing 
boat drifting helplessly toward Strang- 
ford bar at the entrance to Strang- 
ford lough, County Down, where the 
tide ebbs at a speed of twenty miles 
an hour. 

Seeing the heavy breakers big 
enough to swamp a large schooner. 
Nelson promptly went In pursuit In a 
motorboat, and reached the sailing 
boat when It was within fifty yards 
of’the breakers. Breen was found 
fast asleep in his boat, and was safe¬ 
ly towed to Portaferri-. 


Uniform Naturalization Law 
London.—The question of tile ano¬ 
malies of the naturalization law* was 
raised in the House of Commons 
when Sir E. Grey declared that per¬ 
sons naturalised in Canada did not 
thus become British subjects In the 
strict sense of the term. They are 
only naturalized as within the limits 
of (he Dominion. Replying to a 
further question. Sir Edward Grey said 
those Inequalities had been recogniz¬ 
ed and a measure will be introduced 
during the present session which will 
seek to uniform the law for the whole 
Empire. 


Ottawa.—The Railway Commission 
has decided to make a western trip 
In November, as soon as the freight 
rate and telegraph toil enquiries are 
over. It will probably be the end 
of the month before they can get 
assay. 

They may take evidence in the 
freight case in the western points. 


Earthquake In Quebeo 
Quebec.—News has been received 
here that a severe earthquake shock 
was felt between BerslmU and Pent- 
ecosL on the north shore of the river 
St. Lawrence. No fatalities are re¬ 
ported. but eeveral houaee were badly 
shaken, and all the resident* between 
both place* received quite a score. 


Kaid Belton Reeigne 

Ottawa.—Raid Belton, famous for 
his war exploits In Morocco and for 
the past year attached to the perman¬ 
ent militia force In Canada, has re¬ 
signed his position with a view to 
taking up a business appointment In 
the United States. Lieut. Belton 
was appointed by the minister of mi¬ 
litia and defense last year to help In 
the organisation of the cadet force In 
which he took a great Interest.

Then the 
redmen receive 11,616.049 In wages 
paid by white employers. 

There was a total of 326 Indian 
schools in operation during the year, 
an Increase of only one, as compared 
with the previous year The Rom¬ 
an Catholics lead the list wltl^80 day 
38 hoarding, and 9 Industrial schools, 
while the Church of England Is a good 
second with 77 day, 13 boarding and 
4 industrial schools. The total en¬ 
rollment for the year was 11,303 pupils 
6,648 boys, and 6,656 girls,’a slight in¬ 
crease as cgmpared with 1911.

Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by

Sample Market Authorized 
Ottawa.—An order in council was 
passed by the Council today, author- 
Irlng the establishment of a sample 
grain market at Winnipeg and Fort 
William as provided by tbe Canada 
Orsln Act passed last session. 

The establishment of these grain 
markets wo* recommended by the 
Grain Com mission. 


Winnipeg, Ocf. 16.—During the 
wee* under review the grain market* 
have .had the experience of a genuine 
European war scare which, however, 
at date of writing, has quieted down 
again. Any war scare Ib a fickle 
and uncertain thing In its Influence pn 
the grain markets, but in the present 
instance conditions were such as to 
occasion an ^unusually good oppor¬ 
tunity. for Its being' effective In caus- 
Ing piic<-e to advance. Owing to the 
large crops thl* year In the United 
States, Canada and Russia, It was evi- 
a nd all other grain 
would be plentiful, and sentiment In 
... J.u.i.e markets was all rang¬ 

ed on the bear side, with the result 
that a great deal of wheat had been 
sold for future delivery at gradually 
lower price*. Wbeit^ therefore, it 
wag announced that the disturbed po¬ 
litical situation in the Balkan pen¬ 
insula had come to a crisis by Mon¬ 
tenegro declaring war against Turk¬ 
ey. the short sellers in all the specu¬ 
lative markets In Europe and America 
quickly advanced prices In their ef¬ 
forts to buy in wheat to cover their 
contracts, and of course, other opera¬ 
tors not on the short side considered 
It a good opportunity to buy for In¬ 
vestment. and so everyone wanting to 
buy and no one wanting to sell, unless 
at higher prices, the advance started 
and continued. The first spurt on 
the war reports came on the 9th Inst., 
although for a few days before that 
tbe markets had been stiffening In an¬ 
ticipation of something happening. 
Tbe top of the late advance, however, 
did not come until the 14th Inst., 
and It vai brought about by the re¬ 
port that Turkey and Italy could not 
agree on terms of peace to end the 
war that had been going on between 
these countries during the past twelve 
months. Turkey and Italy had been 
bargaining about peace terms for some 
time and unless Turkey could get set¬ 
tled with Italy she was going to be 
terribly handicapped in her new War 
with the Balkan Slates. But even 
after Montenegro had declared war 
against Turkey the latter held back 
from making terms with Italy, and. 
of course it would have created an 
ominous state of affairs If Turkey were 
going to have Italy to cope with along 
with the Balkan State* at the same 
time. Turkey was, no doubt forced 
to make terms with Italy, but this 
was not done until yesterday, and on 
Monday the situation seemed so ser¬ 
ious that all European markets be¬ 
came very much excited. The stock 
Exchanges came near having a panic, 
and all kinds of securities suffered a 
big decline In price while grain mark¬ 
ets all made big advances amid much 
excitement. Wheat on the Liverpool 
market waa 2c. to 3Hc. higher, and 
on the Parts market 2%c. to .4%c.< 
higher for the one day. Yesterday, 
when It was definitely known that 
Turkey and Italy had signed an agree¬ 
ment of peace, the wgr scare was all 
off for the time being, ao far aa the 
markets were concerned. Stocks and 
aharee advanced and grain declined 
and this continued today. On the 
week there have been advances of 
U*c. to 2c. at the top point, followed 
bv declines of 2^fcc. to 3c., so that at 
close of markets today prices are 
around le. lower than a week ago. 
This refers to markets on this side of 
the Atlautlc, the decline in European 
markets Is not so much. Outside of 
the war influence* nearly the whole 
grain situation as it stands at pre¬ 
sent naturally Implies lower prices, 
and had It not been for the war de¬ 
velopments prices would undoubtedly 
hare gone lower than they were at 
the beginning of October. The wea¬ 
ther in both Europe and America haa 
been much Improved In the last two 
weeks, and all kinds of farm work has 
been making good progress. In our 
own country and to the south of u* 
threshing and hauling of grain l* at 
last In full swing In the midst of fine 
October weather. The result is a 
big movement of grain eastward on 
the raHwaya. mostly of wheat, of 
•ourte.. The receipts of wheat 


seeding hes been done under genei 
ally favorable conditions, The same 
applies to Europe, for all over Ihe 
continent and in the United Kingdom 
the weather and soil conditions have 
been seasonably favorable for about 
three weeks. 

1 here has been large trading and a 
good deal of excitement In our Wlnnl 
(eg market. Th$ prospect of a large 
yield In western Canada had caused 
very free selling for forward delivery 
especially In the OctoberTuture and 
the spells of bad weather hud made 
great delay In the movement. Ship¬ 
per* and exporters had vessels en¬ 
gaged to load at Fort William and Port 
Arthur-and very little wheat in sight 
for them, so that our prices had been 
kept above Minneapolis and Duluth 
prices all along, and still there was a 
great shortage of actual wheat. Just 
when the weather over the west had 
become fairly settled so that thresh¬ 
ing made steady progress and receipts 
had begun to. tnneaae in earnest, the 
war scare came along and sborta-bolt- 
ed lo 'Co' er and prices shot-upward. 

The excitement culminated on Mon¬ 
day, hut with (he subsidence of the 
war scare and the advent of big re¬ 
ceipts, prices have dropped 3c. to 3^c 
In two days. If the weather contin¬ 
ues favorable for large movement' it 
will be difficult to keep our price* up 
to present level, war or no war. Of 
course If war scares are wanting, 
prices are practically bound to go low¬ 
er, aa an Immense quantity of wheat 
will be marketed In the next two 
fnontbs and as it Is Impossible to pass 
It all on to the consumers as it comes 
along, somebody will have to put up 
money to car m It, and the cost of car¬ 
rying It comes oft the value of_. the 
wheat. Today's cash prices are 1

LESSON .V—FOURTH QUARTER 
FOR NOV. 3. tfil^ 

Text of the Lesson, Mark vlll, 11-2*. 

Memory Verses, 14, IS—Golden Text 

John vlll, 12 (R.V.)—Commentary

Having again crossed the sea aftor 
I 1 *. the *‘ U0U > th « Pharisee* 

and Sudducee* came to Him. tempting 
Him and asking Him to show them a 
Sigh rroui heaveu. He called them 
a wicked and adulterous generation 
and c) no algti' would be givet* 
unto them, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonsajlveraes li. i» ; Matt, xvt, 

ThU was bis second reference tq 
Jonah* On the former occasion He 
spoke of his experience In the belly 
of the fl*h nnd said that so He would 
be three days and three nights In the 
heart of the earth (Matt, xii, 12-40) 
The Pharisees believed In angola!, 
spirits and the resurrection, but were 
self righteous formalist*, hypocrite*, 
covetous a lid did their works to ha 
seen of nten. 

_The Sadducees did not believe In 
thq tesiirroetlon (Mark xil, 18). HI* 
spirit was grieved because of them 
so He loft them and again went across 
the sea with HI* disciples, having only 
one loaf In the boat with them, fop 
the disciple* forgot to take bread aa 
He charged them to take heed and 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisee* 
and of the Sadducees and of Herod 
They thought that he was referring 
to their forgetfulness In the matter of 
bread What a suggestive lesson for 
us who are apt to think more of tha 
health of the body than of the health 
of the soul, careful concerning what 
we eat and drink, but receiving the 
most poisonous things for our mind* 
in the way of doctrine and from’ the 
dally papers and magazines. How 
they could think that lack of bread 
would be at all perplexing to Him 
whom they had seen feed 6,000 and 
4.000 with a few loaves ant} flahe* 
seems Indeed strange, and w# do not 
wonder that He reminded thetn of 
these events and saJd: Having eye* 
see ye not? And, having ear*, hear 
ye not? And do ye not remember? 
How is* It that ye do not understand* 
(Verses 17-21; Matt, xvl, 8-12). When 
He said plainly, I spake not to yoq 
concerning bread, then they under¬ 
stood that He referred lo the dootrln* 
of tbe Pharisees and of the Saddu- 
cees 

In addition to what we said, above 
concerning these two classes of peo¬ 
ple, It might be added that the Phar¬ 
isees denied any necessity for Christ’s 
first coming, and the Sadducees denied 
His second coming, saying there Is no 
resurrection, neither angel nor spirit, 
nor future rewards and punishments 
(Acts xxlll, 8). The leaven of Herod 
suggests worldlneas In every form, 
with a bit of religion, for Herod feared 
John the Baptist and -observed hfm, 
and did many things but kept right 
on In sin anJ would rather please sin¬ 
ners than do what he knew to be 
right (Mark vl. 20. 26). Let me again 
emphasize what I firmly believe—that 
there Is no place In the Bible where 
leaven ever means anything good, and 
therefore to speak of anything good 
as tW leaven working Is altogether 
nnscrlptural. It Is easily so seen In 
our lesson; ji the passover story of 
Ex xll. In the sacrifice or Lev. 11, 
11; Id (he thanksgiving offering of 
Lev. vlt, 12, 13; Amos 4. 5, where they 
were told that to offer leaven was Ju*t 
like them, and In I Cor, v, 6-8. 

Those who think lhat our Lord 
meant something good when He said 
“The Kingdom of He&veiLjs like unto 
leaven which a woman took and hid 
In (liree measures of meal till the 
whole was leavened” (Matt, xlil, 33), 
should study carefully the four para- 
bles of which this Is'Die last and note 
that our Lord was speaking not of 
the kingdom when It shall have come 
but of this present age of the myster. 
les of the kingdom (Matt, xlll, 11), 
while He an-l It are both rejected and 
the church ’a being gathered. Not 
one of the four parables gives any en. 
cour&gement to look for a converted 
world In this age. and the story of ths 
leaven teaches that the woman, tbe 
professing church, will thoroughly 
corrupt her food. Let any one con¬ 
sider the Sunday topics of the major¬ 
ity of preachers of the present day 
and then say whether the people are 
getting pure water from the fountain 
of Ilfo or something from the preach¬ 
er’s own mind and not from God. 

The conclusion of our lesson, found 
only in Mark, Is the record of His 
healing a blind man at Bethsalda, 
Some one has said that all miracles 
are acted parables and that all pby, 
slcal Infirmities are suggestive, If not 
actually typical, of spiritual troubles. 
All blln4 people suggest the blindness 
that holds all who have never seen 
Jesus Christ as God, and as the great 
sarrlfice for their sins, whom He calla 
blind, advising them to anoint their 
eyes* with eye salve that they may 
see. 

Some blind peoplA received their 
eight by a word from Him. One had 
clay put upon hie eyes and was sent 
to Slioam to wash. Some had clear 
vision Instantly, but this man received 
bis sight gradually. We must not 
covet an experience similar to an, 
other, but be quite content to have 
the Lord deal with us as He pleases, 
This man He took by the hand and 
led him out of the town. What * : 
picture—the Creator of all things takv 
lng a blind man by the hand and 
walking with him along the street, the 
author of life and light, Himself the 
life and light, touching human bHnd-
